Selecting Tools for a Home Workshop 




When you start a home workshop you are naturally in 
some doubt as to the first tools to buy. To help you make a 
proper selection, we have compiled a list of tools needed for 
woodworking. 

The expense of procuring the tools listed should 
not be discouraging if you begin with the minimum 
set which we have listed as Primary Tools. The 
other tools may be added as the need presents 
itself. 

A work bench can be bought or made at home. If 
you decide to make your bench, the “Book of 16 
Plans” will give you all necessary details. On the 
back cage you will find complete information about Stanley Plans that are available. 

Be sure you get good tools. We cannot emphasize this too strongly. The long life 
of a quality tool makes it decidedly more economical. A tool that is designed and 
made right will give you confidence as you use it. Manufacturers put their name on 
quality tools and make every effort to guard against defects in material and work¬ 
manship. This assurance of quality is well worth the small difference in price. Good 
tools, like good friends, wear well. You will take pride in their possession. 

Select your tools carefully, and gradually add to your set as required. 

On the list of tools below, we have starred (*) a few of the common tools we 
recommend for persons who live in an apartment and who want just a few tools for 
handy repairs, such as putting up cup hooks, curtain rods, etc. 

These tools should be a part of every home. Keep them handy and you’ll be 
surprised how often you will find a need for them. You will wonder how you ever 
got along without them.
